Paint the Date, June first, on your cal- 
endar with red paint that it will not slip 
from your memory, and when it rolls around 
get out your Fez and be a part and parcel 
to the success.

A WORD FROM THE 
RECORDER

dier brothers,

tate and all other soldier members. 
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The Recorder will be in his office in Ma- 
sonic Temple Thursday evening and all day 
Friday, June Ist. 


Nobles must secure their cards before the 
Ceremonial if they wish to gain admission. 
Five dollars ($5.00) is the price of the modest 
creation for 1917, which is the only passport 
that admits you to the festivities. 


You always feel 
more comfortable and enjoy Ceremonial bet- 
ter if you are not wearing some other fellow’s:
